o'clock' William Barnes, jr., leader of 
the old guard, in a statement given 
to the Associated Press, said: 


"Vice President Sherman will have 


490 votes out of the 1,015 which will he 
cast on the floor. That is my guess. 
It 'may be that a few of the last 
counties in the roll call, seeing the way 
things are going, will switch .over to 
the progressives." 


Though Barnes conceded the defeat 


-of the vice president for temporary 
chairman, he' intimated there would be 
a fight on the floor of the convention.

He was given 
the clothes and shortly afterwards the 
forgery was discovered. He still had 
the suit in his possession-

preferred against him.

health are preparing a report set- 
ting out that these bugs and worms 
do not crjjter at the source of supply 
and that they can not force them- 
selves Into the mains on account of 
the pressure and suggesting that the 
only possible chance lies at the south 
reservoir. 


The physicians -will insist that the 


big basin be drained and cleaned, 
that a cover be provided for it and 
that from time to time tho water bo 
taken out and the walls and bottom 
flushed. 
The reservoir was out of 


service eight months and the physi- 
cians think this can be repeated. 


• They will also suggest that a moro 


rigid method of policing the reser- 
voir be Inaugurated as it offers a 
hiding place for a great many things 
that ought not to go into a city 
water suDP'y- 
There are three new
